the untutored 
savage 
could telephone 


fairly well at night as well as In day- 
time." 


The Indian had a way of sending up 


the smoke in rings or puffs, knowing 
that such a smoke column would at 
once be noticed and understood as a 
signal and not taken for the smoke of 
some campfire. 
He made the rings by 


covering the littlefire withhis blanket 
for a moment 
and then suddenly 
re- 
moving the blanket and allowing the* 
smoke 
to ascend, 
when he instantly 


covered the lire again. 
The column of 


ascejidlng 
smoke

smokes built close together meant dan- 
ger.

phone willquickly become apparent 


:The traveler on the plains in the early 
days soon learned the significance 
of. 


the spires of smoke that he sometimes 
saw rising from a distant ridge or hill 
and that In turn he might see answer- 
ed from a different direction. Itwas 
the signal talk of the Indians across 
miles of intervening ground, a signal 
used, in rallying the warriors for an at- 
tack or warning 
them for a retreat 


when that seemed advisable.
